Must Be Removed 


An unfair and a grossly discriminatory 
situation exists in the Atlanta teacher pen- 
sion pattern. We do not believe it was 
created deliberately with any intent to dis- 
criminate. It came about by a succession 
of legislative acts since 1927. No one 
meant it to be what it is 

But it exists. And it is wickedly unfair 
to those who perhaps deserve the most 
consideration and who do not receive equal 
treatment. Some teachers. for example, 
with more than 40 wears service, receive 
$100 per month pension. Others, with 
fewer years, recéive $140 per month. 
~ Here are the steps of legislation which 
resulted in the unreasonable and unfair 
discrimination. We believe all persons of. 
good will want it corrected. 

In 1927 the Legislature passed an 
act to pay one-half salary on retire- 
ment. Some are now on that for- 
mula. 

In 1935, during the depression, an 
act was amended to reduce the pen- 
sion to a maximum of $100 for all 
entering the pension fund after that 
time and men were given the privilege 
of naming beneficiaries. Cards were 
sent to all teachers asking them to 
give the names of beneficiaries allow- 
ed in the amendment, but no mention 
was made of their relinquishing the 
right of half-salary payments. 

In 1946 the act was amended to 
give a maximum of $140 to those who 
had served 35 years and more. 

In 1951 the act was further amend- 
ed to give a maximum of $150 to those 
who have served 35 years or more. 

In 1953 a pension granted to Judge 
Callaway from the pension fund, also 
$2,000 granted from the city treasury. 

Some teachers receive one-half 
salary on retirement, some $100, some 
$140, $150 per month for the same 
length of service. 

Obviously, this is wrong. 

Certainly no person connected with 
the various stages of discrimination 
planned it that way. 

But the inequities can and must be 
corrected for the good and simple reason 
that they should be. 

It is morally wrong not to correct 
them. To do so would be merely to.do 
what is right. We urge public opinion 
to be marshaled behind whatever course 
is necessary.

Athens — You recently carried a 
story of a loyalty questionnaire to 
be required of all our university 
teachers. This document requires 
that a teacher list all the societies 
or organizations to which he has 
ever belonged, the affiliations and 
beliefs of all of his relatives, places 
he has travelled, and similar ques- 
tions. 

To one who has lived under the 
Nazis’ rule and has escaped from 
a Communist - dominated country, 
such a questionnaire is a surprise 
and a disillusionment because I do 
not believe that a man can answer 
this questionnaire hanestly to the 
last detail. I do not believe that 
any one can be responsible for the 
beliefs of his relatives, and I think 


that he can answer strictly for 
himself only. 
The statement he should sign 


should be very simple, testifying 
to the fact that he is not a Commu- 
nist. This questionnaire is cumber- 
some and could be dangerous for 
everyone. 

I had to suffer in a Communist 
prison because I refused to sign a 
membership card into a Commu- 
nist Party. The questionnaire at- 
tached to that entry form was very 
similar to this one. 


I know what communism is, and 
I am very strong for the investi- 
gation of against com- 
munistic activity, because Commu- 
nists in American schools would 
lead to destruction of the wonder- 
ful democracy you have. However, 
I think that each individual should 
be accountable for himself only 
and should be able to keep all the 
democratic rights which the Con- 
stitution of the United States as- 
sures him. .

Judge A. L. Henson of the 
Civil Court of Fulton County has 
been appointed commission 
chairman.

Among other things 
he is convinced that a lot of in- 
nocent men are convicted, that 
the punishment seldom fits the 
crime, and that such rehabilita- 
tion as we attempt generally is 
ineffective. 


Nearly 80 per cent of the 
crimes committed are by ex-pris- 
oners, a hard core of incorrigi- 
bles who might be solid citizens 
if they had had a better break 
after their first offense.

Is Significant Plan 


WASHINGTON—Many people are writing in 
to ask what the Bricker amendment controvergy 
is all about. It seems they can't find out from a 
reading of the conflicting views and comments contained in

release. Work is hard to obtain. 
He can't join fraternal societies, 
and of all things, some report a 
none too cordial reception at the 
churches. 

“Since decent society has no 
place for them, all too many 
team up with bad associates and 
take chances which they would 
not otherwise take. We cannot 
erase criminal records but we 
can restore self-respect to many 
of them,”’ said the judge. 

The problem is_ particularly 
acute in Fulton County. Penal in- 
stitutions in Georgia release ap- 
proximately 4,000 persons a year. 
Many come to the big city. They 
hope to hide here or perhaps they 
believe they'll find more oppor- 
tunity. They don’t. A lot return 
to crime because there is no 
other way to live. 

Judge Henson reports that Ful- 
ton spends about $14,000 a month 
through the welfate department 
to support families of men in the 
custody of the county. This is in 
addition to the cost of supporting 
the prisoners. Inasmuch as a 
considerable percentage of those 
in jail are bound to return not 
long after their release, some of 
these families have assumed 
the aspect of permanent guests of 
the taxpayers 

The judge and his commission 
are confronted with a real prob- 
lem, and an urgent one. The cy- 
cle of jail, freedom, hunger and 
jail again is a vicious one and 
will be hard to break. Employ- 
ment is one answer. Reforms 
within the prison system is an- 
other.

able constitutional lawyer stated 
the issue in its simplest form 
to the United States Senate the 
other day. He said that he did 
not want ‘‘any president to make 
an agreement with Turkey that 
will preclude me from killing a 
cat in my back alley at night.’’ 
Then he shouted: 

“Neither do I want him to 
negotiate an agreement. with 
India that will preclude me from 


over the meaning of treaties and 
butchering a cow in my own 
barnyard.”’ 

It is significant that Senator 
George of Georgia has come for- 
ward with a substitute for the 
Bricker amendment, and it 
doesn't differ too much from 
the Bricker proposal. If the Geor- 
gia Senator in his amendment 
specified that treaties as well as 
executive agreements were not 
to be given the status of internal 
law unless sanctioned by action 
of Congress, the Ohio Republican 
and the Georgia Democrat would 
be rather close together. 

The basic object is to prevent 
a future president from agreeing 
to some action by one of the nu- 
merous subsidiary bodies of the 
United Nations which would take 
away constitutional rights. The 
average pergpn looking on won- 
ders what harm can come from 
saving in the Constitution itself 
that this cannot be done, even 
if there is little likelihood that 
Mr. Eisenhower would ever allow 
his envoys to sign such an agree- 
ment.

While weight stays fixed at a 
high level for some years, after 
a time it appears fixed at a 
higher level. So many write that 
their weight hadn't changed in 
years—until their daughter mar- 
ried and in the flurry of parties 
they ate richer food ... or 


they gained while recuperating 
from an illness . and now 
their weight stays at this higher 
level. 

This is because it now takes 
this slightly increased amount of 
food to satisfy the enlarged ap- 
petite. 

Overweight, no matter how 
fixed, is not normal at any age. 
And the greatest favor you can 


do your health is to lighten the 
load,
